8.1 Tree Well Landscaping 

5 th , 6 th and 7 th Street tree wells are complete. Watering is done manually by Clean San 
Pedro. 

8.2 7 th Street Parking Lot Landscaping 

Dead vegetation was removed and 22 new trees were planted. The work was 
completed last Friday (11/1). Irrigation for the new landscaping is automatic. 

8.3 Travelers’ Radio 

Caltrans signs have been installed. PBID is able to modify messages as needed for 
community events. 

8.4 Contract Renewal Universal Protection 

As approved by the board, PBID has renewed a month to month contract with 
Universal, including additional overnight services for a trial period of 6 months. 

8.5 Recycling Facility on 5 th Street 

PBID has been discussing the recycling facility with the council office. Robbins is 
looking into alternative recycling methods that would meet state requirements. 

8.6 Soup Kitchen on 9 th Street 

A thrift shop & soup kitchen is being planned on 9 th Street. Robbins is going to meet 
with the proponents of the project and report at the next board meeting. 

8.7 AltaSea support at Board of Harbor Commissioners meeting on November 7.
